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Allowable Subject Matter 

1 . This communication is in response to the applicants' amendments received on 
January 26, 2005. 

2. Cancellation of claims 1-50 is acknowledged. 

3. Claims 51 -99 are allowed. 

4. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The primary reasons for the allowance of the independent claims 51, 65, 74, 82, 
89 and 95 are the inclusion of the following limitations that are not found in the prior art 
and they are uniquely distinct features. The closest prior arts are Minor et al 
(5,740,252), Uhler et al (2001/0039587 A1) and Loeb et al (5,245,656). Minor discloses 
a method for accessing remote data repositories by a computer operator. An entry web 
site server intercepts the request from the computer operator for accessing a remote 
site. Uhler teaches a method for accessing web server by a client through a proxy 
server that uses a cookie. The cookie is received from the web server and it is 
transmitted back to the web site. Loeb teaches a v method for operating customized 
information services via a communication network. Encryption techniques are used to 
protect the privacy of the actual information transmitted from the service provider to the 
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end-user. However, These three arts, singularly or in combination, fail to anticipate or 
render the following limitations: 

"Claim 51: accessing a storage associated with the proxy server, the storage 
storing identifiers for use by HTTP servers in retrieving user profile information stored in 
storages associated with the HTTP servers; 

retrieving an identifier from the accessed storage based on the identity of the 

user; 

inserting an additional field into the HTTP request to create a modified HTTP 
request, the additional field containing the retrieved identifier" 

"Claim 65: receiving a modified HTTP request from a proxy server, wherein the 
proxy server created the modified HTTP request by inserting a field into an HTTP 
request intercepted by the proxy server, the inserted field containing an identifier; 

parsing the modified HTTP request to extract the identifier; 

using the extracted identifier to retrieve user profile information from a storage 
associated with the HTTP server" 

"Claim 74: access a storage associated with the proxy server, the storage storing 
identifiers for use by HTTP servers in retrieving user profile information stored in 
storages associated with the HTTP servers; 

retrieve an identifier from the accessed storage based on the identity of the user; 
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insert an additional field into the HTTP request to create a modified HTTP 
request, the additional field containing the retrieved identifier" 

"Claims 82 and 95: receive a modified HTTP request from a proxy server, 
wherein the proxy server created the modified HTTP request by inserting a field into an 
HTTP request intercepted by the proxy server, the inserted field containing an identifier; 

parse the modified HTTP request to extract the identifier; 

use the extracted identifier to retrieve user profile information from a storage 
associated with the HTTP server" 

"Claim 89: determine an identity of a user of the client computer in response to 
receiving the HTTP request; 

retrieve an identifier from the storage based on the identity of the user; 

insert an additional field into the HTTP request to create a modified HTTP 
request, the additional field containing the retrieved identifier" 

5. The dependent claims 52-64, 66-73, 75-81 , 83-88, 90-94 and 96-99 are allowed 
because they were originally found to include a unique feature not found in the closest 
abovementioned art.
